POISON IN GROUNDWATER 
For the first time agricultural poison (pesti- 
cides) has been found in danish groundwater 


(drinkingwater), and also nickel has been mea- 


sured in groundwater near Copenhagne. The 


water supplies here in Denamrk has untill the 


latest years always been very good, thanks 
to natural geological layers. 

This summer showed the first traces of pes- 
ticides in local measurings - later som of 
the measurings showed no traces, and so the 
local water-authorities said that here is no 
problem. But in other places new measurings 
again showed poison - so, ther is no doubt: 
Several years of intensive farming now show 
its murderous traces in the danish water. 
Besides the pesticides, the allergy-causing 
metal, nickel, is found for the first time, in 


BORNEMAGT has also carried out a school- 
action, for more pupil’s influence on educa- 
tion and daily life at school: A group of 30 
children goes into a gymnasium (school for 
16-19 years olds), they find the teachers 
room and tock it up, and goss on to the can- 
teen to hand out leaflets . 

Oslo in Norway also has a childrens power 
group:BARNEMAKT: They, too, meet weekly, 
at the youthhouse Blitz.

water by Roskilde and south of Copenhagen. 
This problem is caused by the increasing 
sourness of the groundwater, soming from 

the pollution with sulphate in the chalky mo- 
raines-areas in the east of Denamrk: When 
lots of water is used, the surface of the 
groundwater falls and the sulphur-compounds 

in the ground are oxidised, and so a sour envi- 
ronment is created, which can dissolve the 
nickel. 

The new report which tells all this bad news 
is the first to be a part of a big surveillance-- 
program for groundwater, started in 1989, 
when the first problems with nitrate in drin- 
kingwater were recognized. The nitrate-pol- 
lution is still a big problem, 20% of the 
deepest laying groundwater is polluted.

The showtrial against the 7 
political prisoners of Commu- 
nist Workers Group: (CWG) and 
café Liberation, who in solida- 
rity with the 3. world made a 
series of robberies (in con- 
nection with a postrobbery, a 
policeofficer was killed), has 
just reached its end : 3 people 
got 10 years, 1> got 8 years, 
1 got 7 years, 1 got 3 years 


and the last one got 1 year. 


The prisoners have 
since they were imprisoned in 
April 89, been the target of 
a "state of emergency" prac- 
tice, which the police estab- 
lished on the ground of a well- 
arranged terror madness, accom— 
panied by the standing comitee 
on orthography of the parliament, 
the legal apparatus and last but 
not least the massive slander 
campaigns of the tabloid press. 

The reason for this 
is ofcourse the political sub- 
versive nature of these robberies : 
what we have got here is an 
attack on the private ownership, 
based on clear anti-imperialist 
thoughts in solidarity with the 
exploited population of the 
3. world. 

The immediate aim of the "state 
of emergency" was to get po- 
litical accentuated convictions, 
supposed to convict the 7 as 
terrorists. At the same-time 

it is also aiming towards intro- 
duction of a special legislation, 
which purpose is to fight future 
revolutionary activities, active 
leftwing connexions and to dam 
coming revolts. 

For us, this case is first and 
foremost a clear illustration 


of the until now hidden, real 


power political possibilities, 
which the police, the state appa- 
ratus and the bourgeois media, 
anywhere! 3

The convicted leftwingacti- 
vists from CWG/CL did not 
have the formal rights, which 
are printed on the papers 
concerning Danish law of pro- 
cedure. A lawyer of one of 
the convicted says, very accu- 
rate : to the Social democrat 
paper "Det fri Aktuelt" :"the 
conditions of a fair trial is 

a neutral court. But it is get- 
ting harder and harder to find 
jurors which have not already 


taken a stand in this case... 
the reason is that the police 
and the prosecuting attorneys 
office constantly are going 

to the public information, 

which are based on myths and 
half truths..." 

The reason for this is obvious: 
to convict the charged on fore- 
hand in broad parts of the po- 
pulation, to stamp them as dan- 
gerous terrorists and in this 
way open up for a general ex- 
pansion of competence of the po- 
lice action-possibilities to- 
wards revolutionairy activities 
groups and activists with no 
consideration towards the law , 
of procedure which is formally 
in effect. 

As we have said in earlier 
articles, the total isolation 
of the 7 defendants for 420 days 
and the actual disregard of 
principal "constitutional" bla 
bla rights is exposing these 
state institutions many pos- 
sibilities to ignore the in- 
dividual citizens rights.

rights in connection with 

house searches with no warrants,

This "illegal" 
practice of policing is ali the- 
time tried to be expanded to- 
wards the laws of other EEC/ 

NATO countries: In this way theres 
already in Germany, GB/Nothern 
Ireland, France, Italy, Spain 

and Turkey/Kurdistan state of 
emergency and special laws, which 
gives the police and courts far 
going political, legal and investi- 
gative authorizations as soon 

as the word "terrorism" is men- 
tioned, but which is actually 
concerning the leftwing-resistan-— 
ce in these EEC-countries. The 
result is stateauthorised hate 
campaigns. Criminalization and 
lenghty imprisonments without 
duty of evidence under reference 
to the special law for terrorism 
suspects - and last destruction 
in the prisons through total 
isolation, visiting prohibition, 
letter censoring.

- CHRISTIANIA 


The story of Christiania is colourful 
and long, with battles, victories, and 
defeats. A lot of the people who started 
the experiment, are not living here any- 
more. But the dream of a life ir freedom, 
and the idea of a city ruled by its 
inhabitants, still lives on. 

People, from near and far, still feel 
attracted to the magic mixture of anarchy 
and love of the Freetown, here twenty 
years later. 

It started off in 1971. A group of citi- 
zens in Christianshavn knocked down the 
fence on the comer of Prinsessegade and 
Refshalevej, by the Grey Hall. They 
wanted a playground for their kids, and 
something green for their eyes. In the 
same year, an exhibition in Charlotten- 
borg was taking place. It was called 
"Noget for Noget", (Give and Take), and 
all kinds of hippies, freaks, and macro- 
biotics showed themselves off, sold their 
goods, and exhibited their arts. Theatre, 
pictures, and happenings. In connection 
with this exhibition, an alternative paper 
was given out. It was called "Hoved- 
bladet", (Head Magazine). One of the 
articles in it told of the abandoned mili- 
tary buildings in Bådsmandsstræde Kaser- 
ne, and gave thousands of ideas for their 
use. Not the least as homes for the 
innumerable young people, who did not 
find anything to live in. But the squatters 
movememt and the alternative forces of 
"The New Society" summer camp in Thy, 
1970, also needed a place to realize their 
dreams. 

The article resulted in a massive 
immigration of people from all comers of 
the country. They wanted to create 
another life, based on community and 
freedom. That was the birth of Chris- 
tiania. 

The matter turned political 

The police tried many times to take 
people away from the area, but had to 
give it up, since the area was too big and 
the people too many. 

Instead, it turned into a political ques- 
tion, that ended up in Parljament. Chris- 
tiania made an agreement with the govern- 
ment about paying for the use of water 
and electricity, and thereby got political 
accept as a "social experiment”. It was 
supposed that a competition about the use 


of the area should be arranged, and until 
this happened, the experiment could con- 
tinue. 

The next year, 1973, the governement 
changed, and with it the attitude towards 
Christiania. Now it was to be cleared and 
closed down. 

NATO was having a top-assembly in 
Copenhagen that year, and the theatre 
group, Solvognen, from Christiania, 
staged a huge total-theatre event with 
hundreds of participants. They formed a 
NATO-army, which occupied the Danish 
Radio and other strategic points, as if 
Denmark was occupied by NATO-forces. 
For many hours the nation was in great 
doubt as to whether it was true or not. 

The "NATO soldiers" exercised as real 
soldiers every moming, and were enter- 
tained in the evening, in warlike style, by 
the cabaret "Smæk for Skillingen". 

In the meantime, Christiania was 
organized in ten minor areas with local 
government. The common meeting for all 
citizens became the highest authority, and 
while the garbage team worked with a 
garbage-sorting system, the blacksmith 
constructed ovens for heating by using old 
oil barrels. In Loppen, ali kinds of music 
was played - from Turkish folk music, to 
amateur rock and jazz. 

Theatre and political action was the 
mark under which Christiania was known 
these first years. In 1974, twelve small 
lists from Christiania were put up for 
election to the City Council. They techni- 
cally worked together, and they got one 
representative who was a candidate from 
the Women’s List. This woman brought, 
and openly breast-fed, her child to the 
council meetings, which created quite a 
turmoil - not only in the council, but in 
the newspapers too. Was this acceptable at 
all? 

The same year, Christmas for the poor 
and lonely was arranged in Christiania, 
and an army of Father Christmases was 
organized by Solvognen. They gave out 
Presents to young and old in the depart- 
ment stores of the city. Naturally, they 
got arrested, but the picture of the police 
beating up Santa Clause went into the 
papers. 

Christmas for the poor and lonely is 
still a holy tradition, which serves 
approximately 600 people a Christmas 


meal every year. 


Closing threats and the Rainbow 
Warriors 

By 1975, Christiania had turned into a 
plaything between the State and the City 
Council. Finally, the government decided 
that the area should be cléared by April 1, 
1976. 

In the meantime, Christiania had 
organized a lot of activities - common 
bath house, nursery and kindergarden, 
garbage sorting and recycling. Common 
shops and factories grew, and Solvognen 
made the play, "Elverhøj", in the Grey 
Hall. It was a paraphrase on an old popu- 
lar play of the nationalist kind. 

That play gave a lot of attention to the 
Freetown, and the people mobilized to the 
coming confrontation with the State. A 
rainbow-army was organized. All of the 
people were divided into working groups. 
Each had its own color, characterizing the 
different tasks. Red - outwards action; 
green - food and nutrition; blue - con- 
sciousness raising, etc. 

All people in Denmark were invited to 
Christiania, and almost 10,000 showed 
up. Some of the hottest danish rockgroups 
of that time produced a record in aid of 
Christiania, and it became extremely 
popular. 

The first of April, 1976, nothing hap- 
pened. The Parliament had postponed the 
closing at the last minute. April 1st be- 
came, instead, a huge manifestation of 
Alternative Denmark. 

The National Museum of Denmark 
issued a book on the alternative society in 
Christiania, and architects and town plan- 
ners enthusiastically spoke about the ideas 
of the Freetown. 


The trial against the state 

At this point, Christiania put the State 
under trial. The charge was breach of 
faith. According to a decision in Parlia- 
ment, 1973, it was supposed that a com- 
petition for the future use of the area 
should take place, and until that moment, 
the inhabitants could stay. In 1976, this 
competition still had not been held, and 
the christianianites felt that the decision 
about clearing the area was breach of 
faith. 


The trial was expected to postpone the 
closing of Christiania, but in 1977, the 
case was lost. An appeal to the High 
Court was made. 

In 1977, the Christiania exhibition, 
"Kærlighed og Kaos", (Love and Chaos), 
was put up in Charlottenborg, and a huge 
working-festival was set in action. The 
Freetown was cleaned and repaired from 
top to bottom. 

Some people from Christiania produced 
the record, "Vores Musik", (Our Music), 
which includes some rare examples of 
local poets. 

In 1978, the case was lost at the High 
Court, and Christiania had to mobilize 
once more. A plan to get hundreds of 
thousands of people to defend Christiania 
was launched, and once more the Free- 
town was canditating for the City Council 
elections. The programme contained, 
among other things, the demand for pre- 
servation of Christiania on its own condi- 
tions - for the good of everyone. The 
Christiania List got a representative, who 
throughout the next years was known as a 
rough speaker on jerry-builders and bull- 
dozer slum-clearance. 

The Parliament now decided that a plan 
for the area should be produced, and that 
the place had to be "normalized" without 
giving any clue how. 


New threats to the community 

In Copenhagen, the police virtually 
made a witchhunt on the junkies and hash 
dealers of the city. At the same time, 
heroin was introduced for good in Den- 
mark. In Christiania, this was seen as a 
rapid growth of hash dealing, and in the 
number of junkies. 

The Community tried to cooperate with 
the police in clearing the hash market of 
junk, but was betrayed by the Head of 
Police, who instead made a mega-raid on 
the hash dealers. 

Christiania now had to take action 
itself, and so organized withdrawal pro- 
grammes for the junkies and actions 
against the junk dealers. It was topping 
1979/80, when a blockade against junk 
was put in force. The junkies were offered 
withdrawal treatment and the dealers 
thrown out. 

Even though these were very black 
years, another side of blackness was bloo- 
ming in full. "Rockmaskinen" (the Rock 
Machine) in Fredens Ark (Ark of Peace), 
became in 1978 the home of the growing 
punk scene in Copenhagen. Dozens of 
garage-bands had their debut here. All the 
way into 1981, when terror from the 
rockers put an end to it. 

Around the Freetown, a lot of cabarets 
and shows were playing. In Operaen, 
Manefiskeren, Rockmaskinen og Bøsse- 
huset, the local culture was in full bloom, 
and in 1981, a group of actors took a trip 
to Modena, Italy, invited by the City 
Council to show their art. 

In 1982, the government hired a private 
city-development firm to make a future 
plan for the area. While the christiania- 


nites built up, rearranged, made gardens, 
and gave birth to a lot of kids, the deve- 
lopment firm made a report that suggested 
Christiania developed as an experimental 
city with wide frames for self-govern- 
ment. 


Conservative smear campaign 

The same year, the government changed 
from social-democratic to conservative 
liberal, and in Sweden, a violent smear 
campaign was launched. The Freetown 
was accused of being the drug center of 
the North, and the root of all evil. 

The answer to this was Elsk Sverige 
(Love Sweden). Christiania took off to 
Sweden and "conquered" Stockholm, 
Goteborg, and Malmo by cabaret, exhibi- 
tions, and huge processions through the 
cities. 

The next many years Christiania was 
politically "forgotten", but this gave the 
peace and possibilities for the Community 
to build up new collective workshops and 
work more with the visions of the future. 

Concerts in support for the Indians by 
Big Mountain, USA; and the Aassiviq 
conference in Greenland was held in the 
Grey Hall. It became a way of showing 
the bonds to other ethnic groups, and 
throughout these years, a lot of inter- 
national contacts were established. 

In 1987, the government published a 
plan for action concerning the "legali- 
zation" of Christiania, and established a 
management group, whose work was to 
effect a dialogue between Christiania and 
the different organs of the State. 

The answer to this was a report, Voila, 
from Christiania, stating that the Com- 
munity was able to maintain the buildings 
and support its institutions, under the 
conditions of a certain deduction of taxes. 
The different shops and workshops would 
instead give their surplus to the Com- 
munity, which then distributed the means 
to the common institutions. 


Normalization and legalization 

The authorities kept on pressing for a 
legalization - not least of the bars and 
restaurants, and even though the people 
of these places tried to get a common 
agreement and liquor license with the 
police, it ended up in a huge police 
action, where all the places were closed 
down in the beginning of 1989. 

The same year a law concerning the use 
of the Christiania area was passed in 
Parliament. Together with a plan for the 
area, made by the Environmental Mini- 
stry, it was supposed to make the legal 
base of a "normalization" of Christiania. 

The plan parts Christiania in two. One 
part, the more country-like, is supposed to 
be cleaned of inhabitants. The other part, 
the more city-like, is supposed to be 
regulated and in a legal frame continue the 
experiment. 

"Vote 4 Truckers", a Christiania Rap- 
band, released the single record "Chris- 
tiania - Fingrene Vek” (Hands off Chris- 
tiania). 


In connection with the administration of 
the new law, the Defense Ministry, which 
"owns" Christiania, put up a "Sekreta- 
riat". This Secretariat published, in 1990, 
a report - "Mal og Midler" (Aims and 
Means), which pointed out how they 
imagined to manage the normalization and 
the legalization. 

Over 90 inhabitants of Christiania made 
objections to the plan. These objections 
were mostly against the partition of Chris- 
tiania, but also against the removal of 
houses, as stated in the plan. 

As an answer to the new threats, the 
manifestation "Keerlighedserkleringen” 
(Declaration of Love) took place in 1990. 
All the citizens of Copenhagen were 
invited to see with their own eyes what 
kind of lifestyle the Christianianites are 
fighting for, and how everyday life is in 
this part of the city. 

The danish filmmaker Nils Vest releases 
the film "Christiania - du har mit hjerte” 
(Christiania - you have my heart), a very 
personal document of life in the Free- 
town. 


Towards the goals of the future 

A paper to the people of Denmark 
about the reality of Christiania is bom. It 
is "Nitten", which is supposed to show 
another Christiania, on the contrary to the 
image the bourgeois papers have been 
trying to launch throughout the eighties - 
an image of a quarter in decay with 
violence and criminality. Christianias own 
picture is that of an ecological oriented 
city, based on low economy and vast self- 
government. 

While Christiania is working on the 
realization of its own Green Plan, the 
Defense Ministry eagerly try to press 
through an agreement on the use of the 
buildings and areas. The negotiations 
about this are going on right now between 
the Christiania Secretariate and the Con- 
tact group of Christiania, which is com- 
posed of representatives from the different 
areas of the Freetown. 

September 26th, Christiania is celebra- 
ting its 20th birthday with a huge sum- 
moning of theatre, phantasmagoria, 


music, debate, and exhibitions - to show 
the many faces of the Freetown and all the 
things a plan cannot tell. The tale is never 
ending. 


DANISH PRISONS CRITICISED 

A report from the Torture Committee of 
the European Council criticises the danish 
use of solitary confinement (=isolation) and 
security cells. The committee visited some 
danish prisons in december 1990, and now 
proposes some improvements in the danish 
prisonssystem in their report which came out 
in october 1991.

"Though the report tells there is no sign of 
torture in danish prisons, the committee also 
says, that using isolation or securitycells 
might be a degrading and inhumane way of 
treating people" says Jørgen Ortmann, form- 
er consultant at the prison Herstedvester, 
sacked for criticising the treatment of men- 
tally ill people at the prison. 

Denmark is one of the countries in the world 
that uses isolation in prison the most. Isola- 
tion is used as a punishment in prison, usual- 
ly administered by the prisonstaff, rather ar- 
bitrary; if you don’t behave like the guards 
like, you risk isolation, for hours or days. 
Security cells is an intensified form of isola- 
tion, where the prisoner is deprived of his 
clothes and strapped to a bench. In 1991 
there was 316 cases of use of securitycell 
(every case must be registered and reported). 
The danish prison authorities must form an 


answer-repot to the committee in half a 
year, on what they will do about the commi- 
ttee’s proposals. 

The report has come out at the same time 
as an official investigation of the treatment 
of 2 foreigners by danish police and prison 
system. A young Gambian man travelled to 
Denmark, where som of his friends had been 
before, - but as he didn’t carry enough mon- 
ey, the airport-police took him away to check 
his identity etc. But he didn’t speak danish 
or english, and no interpreter were called. 


The gambian man understood nothing and 
was afraid, and protested, and so the police 
beated him up, and he was put in security 
cell. Still he didn’t understand anything of 
what was happeing to him. Some days later 
he was released and sent back to Gambia. 

A doctor saw him in the prison, and found 
the marks on his. legs and back, and called 
it torture. Though the guy was sent back his 
story was told in newspapers, and after some 
discussions - which showed even more examp- 
les of racistic, torture-like treatment in pri- 
sons - an official investigation has started. 
We will write more about this later.

PALESTINIANS SEEK ASYLUM IN CHURCH 
At Blågård Church in Copenhagen a group 
of stateless palestinians from Libanon, seek- 
ing political asylum in Denmark, have been 
living since september. : 

What has happened before: 

1989: Direktoratet for Udlændinge (govern- 
ment office to deal with foreigners coming 
to stay in Denmark) decides to change its 
praxis. From now Libanon is called "first a- 
sylum country", which means it is seen as 
safe to return to. This means that stateless 
palestinians from Libanon are no longer auto- 
matically given asylum , every person must 
have their individual case tried. From now 
many palestinians are refused asylum. 


April 91: 2-300 palestinians have received 

a refussal, first from Direktoratet, and later 
from Flygtningenævnet (independent state- 
council to deal with refugees). So 400 pale- 
stinians start a hungerstrike to avoid deporta- 
tion. They hungerstrike for three weeks, on 
the demands: Stop deportations, asylum to 
all. After the strike, 240 palestinians who 
are to be deported immediately, appealed 
their deportation to the ombudsman. 

17-5-91: The Ministry of Justice is occupied 
in solidarity with the palestinians. 

May-june 91: The minister of justice postpone 
the deportation of the palestinians untill the 
ombudsman has heard the appeal. Shortly af- 
ter a large number of the palestinians recei- 
ves a letter telling them that their new date 
of deportation will be 1-9-91, if not the om- 
budsman rules that their case must be re- 
viewed. 

2¢-8-91: Newspapers expose that police toget- 
her with refugee-organisations, Red Cross 
and Refugee Help, discuss common emergency 
plans, up till the date of deportation. Third 
level in this plan is the police besieging the 
refugeescamps. 

31-83-91: About 50-60 palestinians, threathened 
by deportation, come to Copenhagen from 
some of the camps, they stay at a secret 
place. 


1-9-91: About 60 palestinians seek asylum in 
Enghave Church, at Vesterbro, Copenhagen. 
The rest of the palestinians have gone under- 
ground, on individual initiative. 

2-9-91: The ombudsman make public that 125 
palestinians vill not win their appeal, that 

is: their refusal stands. 110 persons have 
their cases taken before the minister of jus- 
tice - to "ask for asylum of humanitarian 
reasons", § 9.2.2. A smaller number ‘have 
their cases reviewed, and 51 cases are not 
ready. 


3-9-91: 400 people paricipate in a demo ar- 
ranged by palestine-activists in BZ, and ot- 
hers. 

5-9-91: The dismissed palestinians receive 


letters where they are told to leave Denmark 


freeely before a certain date. In the letter 
they are also told to choose between two - 


likely impossible - destinations: Beirut or Da- 


maskus. 


8-9-91: During the night the palestinians mo- 


ve to Blågård Church at Nørrebro, Copenha- 
gen. 


11-9-91: The oppositionsparties promise 
to rise the question of "humanitarian asylum" 
in parliament. 


12-9-91 About 1000 people participate in a 


demo, called by a large number if priests 
and union-leaders. 


13-9-91: 600 priests and bishops sign a press- 


release, supporting the palestinians. 
Also some solidaritygroups, unions etc all ov- 


er the country makes supporting pressreleases. 


During the next month there is a confusing 
debate on whether the refugee-council havs 
or has notused this or that information. The 
discussion is if it is dangerous for a palesti- 
nian to go to a place controlled by the syri- 
ans 

11-19-91: The first 9 palestinians gets fianl 
refusal on their request for "humanitarian 
asylum". The following days all palestinians 
greceive refusals. 

Nothing back to do, legal, neither complaint 
nor appeal. The only person to do anything 
now issthe minister. And so is the situation 
today, in the beginning of december. 
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NAZI MARCH STOPPED SWEDEN 
This year anti-racists succeeded in stopping 
the swedish nazi-skinheads at their annual 

30 of November-march in Lund and in Stock- 
holm. 

A danish antiracist who participated in Lund, 
tells: On our way to Sweden we learned that 
police had killed a skinhead and wounded an- 
other the day before in Stockholm, so we 
were warned that the situation was tense, 
and the nazis rather aggressive. 

2000 people attended the antiracist demo, 
about 250 came from Denmark. After the of- 
ficial demonstration we waited for 14 hours 
untill it was time for the nazi-demo to start. 
They gathered in a square in Lund and want- 
ed to march through the city. So we blocked 
the road the nazis were going to march at. 
First the swedish antiracists negotiated with 
the police to stop the nazimarch - so we 
would also go home. But the police refused, 
they hoped to break the antiracists blockade, 
so the nazis could march on, like it has hap- 
pened the last three years. 

This trench warfare between police, antira- 
cists and nazis lasted for 3 hours, so the cops 


had to realize they couldn't break the block- ` 


ade. Instead they put the nazis on busses and 
drove them out of town. 

There was really good support for the block- 
ade among people in Lund. Many people dared 
not to participate in the blockade themselves, 
but there was no doubt that their sympathy 
was with us. And when the news were heard 


of the nazis escape, the swedes danced in 

the street. 

Here the demo could’ve ended, and the dan- 
ish activists gone home. But the swedish pol- 
ice had other plans. During the demo the 
police made chains at the place where the 
danes stayed - surely the cops wanted this 
confrontation as a practise up till European 
Football Championship in 1994 in Sweden, 
where hooligans from England, Germany and 
Holland are expected. The confrontation stop- 
ped as the police had to resign. At the train- 
station in Lund the cops were present with 
horses and dogs - 20 danes were arrested - 
as a revenge. Several were bit by the dogs 
while waiting for transport to the prison. The 
cops also put some of the antiracists into 
cells with sins (who were arrested got illrgal 
possession of weapon. Alle danes were relea- 
sed after 4 hours. 

In Stockholm the nazi-march was stopped by 
5.000 antiracists - but 300 skins attacked the 
blockade anyway. Swedish newspapers tell of 
105 persons arrested, and several in hospital. 
There are also skins in Denmark - but unlike 
the swedish they are fewer and more politi- 
cal/ideological determined: they are controlled

by the danish naziparty, DNSAP. They also 
act more disciplined and strategic, not too 
much streetfighting. The swedish skins are 
first of all against the patronizing state, 
they react on the efforts the state have 
made to decide the attitudes of the popula- 
tion against foreigners up through the 60es. 
They don’t want the state to tell them what 
to think - and they are in general confused, 
and need scapegoats...
